voters for renewal 
of 18 mills + 2

Because the district’s 18 non-homestead 
mills were subject to a Headlee Rollback 
for the 2016 tax levy, the Van Buren Public 
Schools is able to levy only 17.17822 mills 
and thus will lose more than $110,000. 

That would be if the voters approved 
just the 18 mills which is expiring in 
December. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the school 
board, the board agreed to ask voters in the 
Nov. 8 general election for renewal of 18 
mills plus an additional two mills for eight 
years. 

That would be 20 mills, $20 for each 
$1,000 of taxable value. 

This levy is for non-homestead property 
only. Homestead is considered a property 
owner’s home. Non-homestead is rental 
property, business property, and vacation 
homes. 

The 20 mills approval would let the 
district levy the full 18 mills allowed and 
leave a “cushion” so the district could keep 
levying the 18 mills to cover any other 
rollbacks over the years. Board members 
discussed the term “cushion” and they 
didn’t like it because it is confusing and 
won’t use it in promoting the millage vote 
for the Nov. 8 election. 

They also stressed they are only allowed 
to levy 18 mills even though they will have 
20 mills approved. 

Finance Director Shareen Barker 
explained with the inception of Proposal A 
in 1994, property taxes paid by Michigan 
homeowners were dramatically reduced 
and future increases were limited. 

Property was classified into homestead 
and non-homestead. 

Property that is not a homestead and 
not qualified agricultural property can be 
assessed up to an additional 18 mills non-

AtMonday’s regular school board meeting, 
the board approved the superintendent’s 
selection of Madyun. He was making 
$110,216 as high school principal and now 
will be paid $112,000. 

School Supt. Peter Kudlak noted that 
Madyun earned a Juris Doctorate degree 
at Thomas Cooley Law School, after 
getting a bachelor’s degree at Wayne State 
University. 

He has been an employee of the district 
for the past ten years, serving the first 
three at the former Alternative Education 
Building. He was an assistant principal 
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for four years and BHS principal for the 
past four years. He also served on the 
district’s negotiation team for the past 
five years and was president of the Van 
Buren Administrators and Supervisors 
Association for the past four years. 

The board also approved the hiring of Lisa 
Preuss as principal of Savage Elementary 
School with a salary of $88,619. She has 
been an employee of the district for the past 
22 years as an elementary teacher. She has 
completed the Aspiring Administrator’s 
Academy through Wayne RESA and 
completed a Principal Internship at Tyler 
Elementary School in 2013. She was the 
interim principal at Savage Elementary at 
the beginning of the last school year. She 
earned her bachelor’s degree from Eastern 
Michigan University and her master’s 
degree from Concordia University. 

At Monday’s board meeting, the audience 
stood and applauded her official hire as 
principal. 

Joseph Brodie, who was not present for 
Monday’s meeting, was named Athletic 
Director at a salary of $85,595. He has

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City Council wants 
to keep Pokemon 
Go out of cemetery

consideration, decided to try to keep it out 
of Hillside Cemetery’s hallowed grounds. 

Jeff Vernon brought the subject before the 
council at Monday’s meeting, saying you 
cannot just remove Pokemons. 

He said two are at Victory Park and 
another in the center of Five Points and 
they are floating through the cemetery. 

He said they are where people gather. It’s 
a game that was made in Japan and uses 
Google maps. They are on three different 
sculptures in town that no longer exist 
here. 

“I don’t think we can petition to remove 
it from our cemetery,” said Councilwoman 
Kim Tindall. “Some cemeteries embrace 
them and invite people in.” 

She said she doesn’t think players should 
be invited in to tramp on sacred ground. 

“I personally don’t think we want to 
encourage people to hunt Pokemon in the 
cemetery,” Councilwoman Tindall said. 

Kelly Bates, representative of Victoria 
Commons, read the entry on Pokemon 
from Wikipedia to try to explain the 
phenomenon. It’s a game where people 
hunt tiny virtual creatures on their cell 
phones. 

She said she’s seen reports where 
people are walking up to people grieving 
in cemeteries and asking them about 
Pokemon. 

“Arlington Cemetery had to put up a 
sign,” she said. 

“People are walking into traffic and off 
cliffs,” Tindall said, referring to the way 
they look down at smart phones while 
heading forward. 

“Tt really is a trip hazard out there,” Mike 
Renaud said of Hillside Cemetery, where 
he has served as a volunteer placing flags 
on veterans graves. 

“We're liable,” stated City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer. 

“It’s a fad like pet rocks,” said Vernon, 
predicting when September and November

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LDFA seeks more information from Van Buren on Grace Lake

Michael Dotson, chairman of the Van 
Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority, showed some irritation 
with the township at the LDFA’s regular 
meeting on July 12. 

He said he wants the township to be more 
forthcoming with information concerning 
Grace Lake, which the LDFA is trying to 
develop so more property tax money will 
come in to help with the Visteon bond 
shortfall. 

First was the financial audit presented 
to the LDFA at the meeting by Ron Akers, 
VBT director of planning and economic 
development. 

“Was anything mentioned about the 
bond?” Akers said referring to the audit and 
Akers said he didn’t know but would report 
back at the next meeting in September. 

Dotson asked if there were any concerns 
raised or anything missing. 

“We need more time to study this,” 
Dotson said. “We should get it sooner, not 
at the meeting.” 

Akers said the audit for the 2015 fiscal 
year was completed and submitted to the 
state by June 30. 

LDFA member John Delaney said the 
audit should be a marketing tool. 

LDFA member Shareen Barker said the 
audit is not regarding the balance sheet. 

“It’s the responsibility of any auditor to 
disclose any problems,” Dotson said. 

The Independent said that the LDFA audit 
is part of the VBT audit and the auditor 
discussed the whole audit at length before 
the VBT Board of Trustees at a recent 
meeting. The discussion on the bond by the 
Plante Moran representative was lengthy. 

Then, Akers reported on an Aerotropolis 
Asset Familiarization Tour that recently 
toured Grace Lake Corporate Center 
(the former Visteon Village) among

other locations in the area. Akers said he 
and Downtown Development Authority 
Director Susan Ireland gave presentations 
on the township. 

“This is just to let you know what’s going 
on,” Akers said. 

“I’m very, very, very disappointed the 
LDFA was not told about it,’ Delaney said. 
“When we’re absent from something like 
this... It’s not that Dotson’s not invited ... 
We need to get involved. This is a corporate 
body ... 

“We’ve got a bond coming up,” Delaney 
continued. “We’ve got a jewel here and we 
need to promote it ... You need to allow 
us to work on this. Where’s that special 
meeting with the board we were supposed 
to have?” 

Akers said the Detroit Regional 
Aerotropolis had limited spaces and the 
township supervisor was invited to attend 
and Akers was asked to attend in her 
stead. 

“I see the DDA was there,” Delaney 
said. 

Akers said as opportunities arrive in the 
future he will get word to the LDFA. 

“I agree with almost everything he 
[Delaney] said — the first time ever,’ Dotson 
said. “This is an area of utmost importance, 
more in terms of the community ... So 
we can have the best presentation before 
these Site Selectors ... We need to put on a 
dog and pony show and have our pony as 
brushed and pretty as anyone can imagine 

. It’s an amazing location ... So many 
things we’re not telling about it ... We’re 
not telling our story... We need to go to 
these events so we can bring back to our 
board what is going on. Please bring these 
things back to our board.” 

In other business at the regular meeting 
on July 12, the LDFA: 

e Welcomed LDFA member Danylo 
Dobriansky to his first meeting after being 
appointed a year ago. Dobriansky is asset 
manager for Sovereign Partners, who 
purchased Visteon Village from Visteon. 
Dobriansky is based in New York City and 
he said he flew out to VBT twice for LDFA 
meetings but they were cancelled at the last 
minute due to lack of a quorum; 

e Discussed the proposed revision to the 
bylaws to allow members to teleconference 
when they can’t be at the meeting in person 
and sent it back to Akers for additional 
research and information on certain 
details. Dotson directed Akers to send the 
information to him and he will relay it to 
everyone so they will have time to study 
it and be ready to accept something at the 
next meeting; 

e Heard Dobriansky report that Grace Lake 
Corporate Center is fully occupied after 
City Bank moved in about a month ago. 
He said they attracted City Bank from Ann

Arbor. Delaney asked if Dickinson Wright, 
the lawfirm representing Visteon, is the 
counsel for Sovereign and Dobriansky said 
Dickinson Wright is a tenant of Sovereign 
in Detroit. And, “We are not Visteon. 
Visteon is our tenant”; 

e Heard Akers update on the Ecorse 
Road property the LDFA wants to sell. The 
rezoning from Agricultural to Commercial 
zoning was expected to be on the July 18 
work/study agenda of the township board, 
with the first reading before the board on 
July 19, the second reading Aug. 16 and 
publication in the Independent on Aug. 
25. Akers said he will be back at the next 
meeting to discuss details of the public 
sale. LDFA member Leonard Armstrong 
asked the difference in price to expect 
between C zoning and the C-1 zoning that 
was first requested and Akers didn’t know. 
The appraisal for the property as AG is two 
years old and Dobriansky said an appraiser 
has to look at the fact right now to make a 
determination; 

e Heard Dobriansky report Sovereign is 
marketing the vacant Grace Lake property 
as build-to-suit, but businesses don’t 
want to wait 18-19 months to occupy. He 
said Sovereign had submitted plans to 
VBT for a sign to put along I-275 three 
times and was turned down three times. 
They submitted a request to the National 
Highway Transportation Board, but VBT 
has jurisdiction. “We’re not looking for 
something ostentatious,” Dobriansky said. 
Delaney said the LDFA wants to partner 
with Sovereign to market the property. 
Dobriansky said VBT would only approve 


a small directional sign saying “This Way to 
Grace Lake.” Deputy Director of Planning 
and Economic Development Matthew Best 
said they sent word to Sovereign about 
the sign and that they were willing to fight 
for Sovereign’s sign. He said it was more 
appropriate for Sovereign to go through the 
planning commission. He said the township 
contacted Sovereign’s sign company and 
has given it guidance and are waiting for a 
reply. Dotson, again, said the LDFA would 
like to be made aware of what’s going on 
with Grace Lake; 

e Heard Delaney ask about maintenance 
of the public trails at Grace Lake and 
Dobriansky’s reply that Sovereign has a 
landscaping company under contract that 
maintains the trails and it was out that same 
day with chain saws cleaning up from the 
storm. When asked about the flooding 
from time to time, Dobriansky said it is a 
wetlands. He said they had a few charity 
races there 5-10K and they do see a lot of 
international use of the trails; and 

e Heard Delaney inquire into the meeting 
the LDFA asked for with the township board 
and attorney Kaveh Kashef “to find out 
what the hell’s going on” with Visteon. The 
joint meeting also was requested at a board 
work/study session by board members 
Miller, Hart, and Jahr, said Delaney. Akers 
said he would follow up. 

In the audience was former planning 
commissioner Carl Johnson who said his 
figures show the township will be a half- 
million dollars short in 2019 for payment 
on the Visteon bonds and two million 
dollars short in 2020.

He has 
said he will be meeting with school district 
attorneys soon to try to resolve this issue so 
the district can move forward. 

It was an unexpected pleasure to see two 
of the Savage Five at Monday’s meeting, 
along with former Savage School Principal 
Kelly Villa, who now has another position 
in another district. 

The district is yearning for a positive 
solution to this incredibly painful situation 
involving beloved teachers. We hope School 
Supt.

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$400,000 upgrade of 
office areas at VBT Hall 
nearing completion

The largest part of $400,000 worth of 
renovations to Van Buren Township Hall 
is nearing completion. It was promised 
to be done by the time of the presidential 
election, but on Tuesday it was still hidden 
under a tarp of secrecy. 

The work in the Clerk’s office has been 
done for some time. 

At the regular meeting of the township 
board on March 1, two trustees voted 
against the $380,000 worth of costs to 
renovate two office areas at township 
hall, plus another $20,000 for associated 
technology. 

But the rest of the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees voted yes, passing the 
motion. 

Voting no were Trustees Regina Miller 
and Jeff Jahr. Absent and excused from the 
meeting was Treasurer Sharry Budd. 

The office renovation project under 
way is the reconfiguration of the Building 
and Planning, Downtown Development 
Authority, and Water Department offices at 
the township hall, plus some work done in 
the Clerk’s office. 

Sources for the funds are: $150,000 from 
Water and Sewer, $125,000 from Building 
and Grounds, $100,000 from the DDA, and 
$25,000 from an insurance reimbursement 
from the Michigan Municipal Risk

Management Authority. 

Trustees Miller and Jahr had questions 
about the new “design and build” type 
of contract being granted to Cross 
Renovation, Inc. for the not-to-exceed 
amount of $380,000, which was reduced 
from the original $400,000 amount after 
much discussion at two board work/study 
sessions. 

The amount includes architectural design, 
construction management including 


specifications, construction, and everything 
in the project.

Director of Public Services James Taylor 
pulled the $20,000 for the big-screened 
TVs and other equipment out of the 
design and build total, saying it was being 
purchased in-house through the IT Director 
Steve Rankin. 

At the March | meeting, Taylor explained 
that the township hall was built in the mid 
1990s and since then they has collected 
20+ years of binders and plans. 

He said there are 21 employees in the

homestead operating purposes. Van Buren 
School voters approved a renewal of the 
18 mills non-homestead operating millage 
on Nov. 8, 2011, which expires with the 
December 2016 levy. 

A non-homestead operating millage 
renewal must be passed by voters before 
June 30, 2017, Barker said. 

She said the district would lose $9,091 374 
without the 18 mills — 20% of the district’s 
revenue. 

They decided to seek the 20-mill approval 
for eight years so it would come back 
during a Presidential election when more 
voters turn out. Vice president Martha Toth 
said it was during a Presidential election 
that voters approved construction of the 
high school. 

“A lot of districts have this in place,” said 
Barker. “Gives us a little cushion ... wiggle 
room that we wouldn’t have otherwise.” 

Barker said the district has been levying 
18 mills for the last 10 years but fell into 
the rollback this year. 

“This is the first rollback we’ve had,” 
Toth said. 

Barker said the district will receive 
$7,667 per student this school year. That is 
$2,045.87 from non-homestead taxes and 
$5,621.13 from the state. 

“We can’t afford to lose $8 million,” 
Trustee Sherry Frazier said. “We’re trying 
for November and if it did not pass, go in 
the spring.” 

In other business at the July 18 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a Michigan High School 
Athletics Association resolution for a 
cooperative Ice Hockey Team with Huron 
High School in New Boston. The sport 
is currently not available at BHS. The 
agreement commences Oct. 31. Both 
high schools are Class A, with Huron 
having 886 students and Van Buren 1,747 
students, according to the resolution. It will 
be self-funded, with a payment of $1,000 
per player. The money is paid up-front 
to Huron. Huron will coach the team and 
provides the transportation to games from 
the Brownstown arena where they practice. 
There will be varsity letters. There is no 
JV team. Several BHS players are already 
playing at Huron and they are trying to get 
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a big enough team to compete; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier report that the 
attorney fees for this month are $50,900 
and the total for attorney fees is $315,000, 
so far. She again stated she is against 
spending so much money on attorneys, 
which takes funds away from instruction. 
Later in the meeting she asked for a report 
on the Savage teacher situation. “We want 
to get a resolution”; and 

e Was reminded of upcoming meetings on 
Aug. 8 (regular) and Aug. 15 (work/study), 
with a special meeting possible on July 25 
to approve a contract. Also, School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak has set a meeting for 7 p.m. 
Thursday, July 21, at the BHS Commons 
to get public input on what parents want in 
a new BHS principal.

running the township. 

This was at the regular meeting on July 12, 
when Supervisor John Morgan opened the 
floor to comments. 

Jay Bardell, who is seeking to unseat 
Supervisor Morgan, said he was inspired 
to talk about fire hydrants by Mary Ban’s 
earlier comments on people indiscriminately 
lighting fireworks in the township when 
the fields of wheat were dry and coming to 
harvest. 

Ban also was concerned about the 
fireworks falling on roofs and possibly 
burning homes. She pointed out the July 4 
fires in Van Buren Township next door. 

Bardell said he really appreciated Ban’s 
comments and he, too, was concerned about 
fire safety.

save lives, he said. 

Treasurer Alan Bates said the township 
is killing weeds around the hydrants along 
Bemis Road and he should just go look at 
the circles around the hydrants. Bardell 
asked if that started that day because he saw 
Randy at the hardware store. 

Supervisor Morgan said the Water 
Department does an excellent job of cleaning 
around the hydrants so they are visible. 

But, Bardell insisted all of the hydrants 
are not visible, which is a danger to public 
safety. 

Trustee Matt Oddy challenged Bardell to 
give specific locations and Bardell said they 
are along Judd, Martinsville, and Haggerty 
on the southeast side. 

“T ve been on the board 12 years and every 
year they cut the grass around the hydrants 
and paint them every year,” said Trustee 
Peggy Morgan.

“We’re a community,” Oddy said, stressing 
everyone should work together. 

Ban said people cannot spray poisons by 
waterways. 

Lydia Graber, who is running for clerk, 
said she has lived at 21700 Mary Drive off 
Judd Road for 22 years and the hydrant in 
her front yard has never been cleared by the 
township or ever painted. 

A fire fighter said the weeds are bad in 
the township and he has cut around three 
intersections himself so he can move the 
fire truck safely through those crossings at 
Karr/Arkona and Elwell north of Arkona. 
He was applauded for his work. 

[On Thursday during paper delivery, the 
Independent noticed hydrants hidden by 
vegetation along Sumpter Road and Bardell 
brought pictures on his camera into the 
Independent office to show some of the 
other problem hydrants in that section of 
the township.] 

Donald Robinson, who is running for 
trustee, said signs for the Bardell team have 
come up missing and he has reported this to 
the Sumpter Police Department. 


“Its a violation of federal and state 
laws,” Robinson said. “These are not idle 
allegations.” 

Graber said she is having trouble getting 
her trash picked up and they’ve missed her 
place for the last two weeks. She noted she 
was paying for it. 

Supervisor Morgan told her to call 
Clerk Clarence Hoffman and he’ll contact 
Republic Waste and see to it that her trash 
gets picked up. 

[Clerk Hoffman is the only one of the 
incumbent board members to not be on 
the Morgan Team running for reelection. 
Hoffman was ousted from the team by a 
private vote of the other board members, 
according to reports, and his former deputy 
clerk, Esther Hurst, who had retired, was put 
on the team in his place. Hoffman is running 
on his own for reelection.] 

Graber, who is disabled, also accused the 
board of being in violation of federal law by 
not having handicap access at township hall 
for the disabled with a counter cut down for 
wheelchair access. 

“We don’t have to change unless we 
renovated,” Supervisor Morgan replied. 
“That’s all I know.” He said they would 
look into it. 

Graber said, “It’s only been 22 years 
that lve been trying to get it changed.” 
She referred to federal law enacted in the 
1990s. 

Deb Callison, who is running for trustee, 
said she and trustee candidate Jane Stalmack 
were out campaigning and a man they talked 
to praised the Sumpter Police Department 
to the highest. He said he was speeding to 
get home because his wife had fallen and 
she called him for help. The police officer 
helped him and just gave him a warning for 
the speed. 

“Tve said right along we have the best 
police and fire departments in the state,” 
Supervisor Morgan said. 

In other business at its brief meeting on 
July 12, the board: 

e Heard Police Chief Eric Luke give the 
police report. He told the story of two teens 
who stole a car in Sumpter and drove it to 
Westland. There they stole another car and 
drove it back to Sumpter, where police 
arrested them.

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District Library Board approves ballot language for Nov. 8 election

The ballot language for the Belleville 
Area District Library proposal in the Nov. 
8 election will ask for permission to bond 
for up to $14 million to build a new library, 
which will cost taxpayers a simple average 
of 0.68 mill in property tax for each of 21 
years to retire. A second proposal will ask 
for an additional .75 mill for 20 years for 
operation of the new facility. 

Taxpayers already pay 0.7 mill for 
operation of the present library and that tax 
remains. 

The unanimous, roll-call vote on the ballot 
language was taken at the July 12 meeting 
of the Belleville Area District Library 
Board. Treasurer Tonya Stoudemire was 
the only member absent. 

The total new millage, if approved by 
voters, would add $1.43 in taxes per year 
on each $1,000 of taxable valuation. This 


is in addition to the present $0.70 tax per 
$1,000 taxable valuation for a total tax of 
$2.13 per $1,000 taxable valuation for the 
library. 

For a house valued at $100,000, with 
$50,000 taxable value, the total library tax 
per year would be $106.50. 

The new operating millage of .75 is 
expected to generate $1,051,307 in 2017 
of which the library will receive $947,859 
and the following will capture a portion 
of the revenues: Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority ($18,398), Van 
Buren Township DDA ($56,350), and VBT 
Local Development Financing Authority 
($28,701). 

The bond is to construct, furnish, and 
equip a new building for library purposes; 
for constructing renovations to, furnishing 
and refurnishing and equipping and re- 
equipping an existing building for library 
purposes (in Sumpter Township); and to 


acquire, develop, and improve sites for 
library buildings. 

The expenditure of bond proceeds must 
be audited and proceeds cannot be used for 
repair or maintenance costs, administrator 
or employee salaries, or other operating 
expenses. 

The ballot language is due to the Wayne 
County Clerk by Aug. 16 and District 
Library Board president Sharon Peters said 
the board didn’t want to get backed up on 
time, so had it on the agenda at the July 
meeting. 

In other business at the July 12 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Van Buren Township Trustee 
Phil Hart give a brief speech about why 
he should be elected VBT Supervisor, a 
position he said he has had his eye on for 
four years. He said he has the leadership 
qualities necessary for the position. He also 
said, “I am a supporter of the library”;

area involved and recently additional staff 
was added in the Clerk’s and Building 
Department. 

He said the project is to improve the 
overall efficiency and service delivery to 
customers of the township.

Sally Hodges steps down as consultant 
for VBT Planning Commission

Sally Hodges, who has been planning 
consultant for Van Buren Township for 
22 years, attended her last VBT Planning 
Commission meeting on July 13, and was 
presented with a special card, gift, flowers, 
and cupcakes by the board. 

“Tve had a rich time of service,” said 
Hodges who is retiring from fulltime 
work at McKenna Associates, but doing a 
few assignments for it as she tapers off to 
retirement. She has been a planner for 32 
years, she said. 

Patrick Sloan of McKenna will take over 
her position with the township. 

She said she first spent four years as 
township planner and then there was an 
election and she was replaced. She came 
back in 1998 and has been with VBT ever 
since. 

“The community benefitted from your 
care and expertise,” said Carol Thompson, 
chairwoman of the planning commission. 

Commissioner Bryon Kelley said sitting 
next to Hodges at the commission table, 
when he was new, “was like having my 
own crib sheet. We’re going to miss you.” 

“I don’t like saying goodbye,” said 
township Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits 
on the commission. She wiped away tears. 

“Sally, you’re a very good planner,” said 
Ron Akers, VBT director of planning and 
economic development. “You actually care 
about what goes on in this community.” 

“It’s a team effort,’ Hodges said. She 
recalled that Walmart wasn’t building brick 
buildings and VBT wanted brick. Walmart 
was turned back several times and, “We

got a brick building. You wouldn’t fold.” 

She said it was one of the first projects 
that set the tone for Belleville Road. 

“You gave us the courage,” said 
Commissioner Joan Franzoi. 

Hodges said she enjoyed her job because 
she got to work with the best people in the 
community and she tried to get both sides 
working together. 

“T think there won’t be anything we handle 
from now on that you haven’t touched,” 
said Thompson. 

In other business at the July 13 meeting, the 
commission approved site plan amendments 
for Costco’s Belleville Road facility, which 
has created 212 new positions plus 15-25 
for Swift Transportation, a dedicated fleet. 
Commissioners also heard Aker’s report 
on the Detroit Region Aerotropolis Asset 
Familiarization Tour, that stopped at Grace 
Lake (the former Visteon Village).
